The tinted portions indicate generally the nature of the land as 


described, viz :— 
No. 1. BSE son of rich quality and pasture land more or. 
less fertile 5 


No. 2. eubasaae Pasture land of questionable value, not sterile, 
No. 3. SS Marshy land. much of it producing hay. 
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The portions of the country left untinted, so far as known, have 
plored..
